Within the past 
week Red Cross officials have crossed its trall in such places 
аз New York, Columbus, and Washington. Ridiculous as it is, 
it even circulated in the Pentagon. 

Both Red Cross and Army officials say the rumor, 
checked, could cause serious trouble. The fact is the Red Cross 
collects blood in this country, processes it and transports it as 
required to Korea. The Army administers it — without charge 
to any patient.

Th Red Cross paid all the costs until last December. But the 
Korean campaign required rapid xpansion of facilities for furn- 
ishing blood, so the Defense Department agreed to pay the

Red Cross officials said the blood-selling lie is only one of 
many rumors which have been circulated to the harm of the 
organization, One had it that the Red Cross charges troops for 
donated cigarettes, while another would lead people to believe 
clothing is sold, rather than given to needy individuals. 

In one сазе, an official said, a story was circulated that the 
Red Cross had sold large stocks of underwear. An investigation 
аз made by National Headquarters, "We found," the official 
said, "that а shipment of underwear we had ordered was de- 
fective.
